The Chairman said:— 

Traffic continues to. increase but 
although the receipts were higher. 
than. those of the previous year 
1939 the nett earnings were down 
by. over $202,000,00, The principal 
4+reasons for this being:—(a) In- 
creased cost of coal; (b) Increased 
Taxutions (e) Requisitioning of 
the vehicle ferry ‘vessel “Man 
Yeung”; (d) War time Regula- 
tions and Restrictions; and = (e) 
Higher ¢ost. of Metals, Timber, 
Stores and foodstuffs. 

In 1932 when we submitted aver 
tender to the Government for the 
Ferry Franchise we were paying 
about $10.80 for a ton-of coal. 
After the outbreak © of hostilities 
between Japan and China the 
price began to increase but up to 
the.outbreak of War with Ger- 
many’the price of coal- was only 
$18.00 per ton. 
}. In the latter part of 1940 the 
price of coal rose rapidly and In- 
dian’ Coal is now quoted at over 
$80.00 and Dutch Coal at over 
$75.00 per ton. No one at the 
time af tender could have 
seen this abnormal rise, 


Coal Crisis 


The rise in the price. of coal to 
such abnormal’ rates is | entirely 
eue to the shortage of available 
shipping. Very nearly all. the 
British Merchant shipping has 
been requisitioned; and British 
shipping now available is said to 
be plying for the benefit ‘of Gov- 
ernment. As a Publit Utilily 
company, even though we pay to 
Government sums three or four 
times the amount. distributed 
umong ourshareholders, we must 
still carry on Ps we can and trust 
that Governntent will tackle this 
difficult question as soon as pos~ 
sible, The coal position is made 
worse by.the fact that the vehi- 
cle ferry “Man. Yeung” which is 
a Giese! engined ship has been re- 
quisitioned thus further increas- 
ing the. coal bill, and depriving us 
of the benefit of cur capital and 
one of our most economical ships. 

Fortunately we have in hand 
very considerable stocks which 
were purchased . at much lower 
prices, but in time these stocks 
will be’ exhausted. 

During 1940 we paid the Gov- 
ernment over $900,000.00 In 
rente and = royalties—but we 
Shall be unable to buy coal at 
present prices and, pay such 
large sums to Government. 

T am happy to state that steps 
are just being taken to enable us 
to obtain our coal supplies at a 
much lower rate. 

The imposition of new Taxation 
including $25,00-per ton on Fuel 
Oil and 10 cents per gallon on 
Lubrication Oil hag also increas~ 
ed our operation costs. 


Adverse Effect 


The motor vehicle ferry “Man 
Yeung” was requisitioned by the 
Authorities in July 1940 but the 
rate of hire paid for the,use of 
the vessel will not even pay for 
ordinary. depreciation. The loss of 
use of this vessel upset our Vehi~ 
cle Service and caused bad con- 
&estion. of- traffic—with an adverse 
effects on our vehicular traffic 
receipts. 

On the 16th instant the Au- 
thorities . Informed us. that 
the “Man Yeung” will tempor- 
arily be returned. to us and that 
the hire will be paid at an In- 
creased rate. It gives pleasure 
to state that the Vehicle Ferry 
Service will return to normal 
as from. to-day, °

N my -first lecture I gave you 

> few. reflections on ‘the ‘nature 
_ and functions:of generals;- on 
the general in relation to ‘himseli, 
So fo Speak. I now want you to 
consider the general. in relation to 
his troops. . I will begin with a 
few words about his staff, who are 
the means by which he controls 
and directs his’ army. 1 will give 
You two simple rules which ¢very 
general. should observe: first, 
never to try todo his own: stuff 
work; and secondly, never to let 
Lis sta get between him and his 
troops. -What_a.stuit appreciates: 
ig that 1 should receive clear and 
definite instructions, and then be 
left to: work out the details with- 
out. interference. What ‘troaps 
and subordinate commanders ap- 
Ppreciate is that a general should 
be constantly in personal contact 
with them, and should not see 
everything simply through the 
tyes of his staff. The less time a 
general . spends in his office and 
the more with his tropps the bet- 
er. 

Two generals whom I served in 
the War, ‘Allenby and. Sir Phillip’ 
Chetwode, were ideal in this res- 
pect. I think most British gen- 
erats are, There are ¢xcCptions, 
like Maude, the taker of Baghdad, 
who centralised all staff work as 
well as command in his own 
hands; or Murray, Allenby’s pre- 
decessor in Palestine, who  tost 
touch with his troops. 


A German System 


The Germans, as you: may 
know, have or had a peculiar staff 
system, by which corsiderable 
powers of decision, independently 
of his general, were given to the 
senior officer of the Great Gen- 
eral Staff of a formauen, some- 
times quite a junior officer. You 
will remember the story of Lieut- 
enant-Colonel’ Hentsch’s mission 
on the Marne; and in the Hin- 
denburg-Ludendorff_ combination 
Ludendorff was really the execu- 
tive as well as the head of the 
staff, and Hindenburg little more 
than a figurehead, It is a system 
not suited to, or likely to be 
adopted in, the British Army. The 
Russians tried to imitate the Ger- 
man, system with.odd results at 
times. One group of armies in 
the. War was commanded by a 
dedr old man called Ivanov, who 
was given as chief of the staft a 
very scientific officer called 
‘Alexiey. They had a difference of 
opinion as to who should first 
open and dca] with the important 
telegrams from G.H.Q., and they 
arrived at a compromise. The cop- 
ies of all important messages were 
made; one went to the chief of 
staff, one to ihe general: cach 
often tcvls independent action. 

As to a general's relations with 
his suboramate commanders, it is 
ampertant to him to know their 
characteristics: which must. be 
held baek and which urged on, 
which can be trusted with an in- 
dependent mission, aad which 
must be kept under his own eye. 
Some want very detailcd. and pre- . 
cise orders, others merely a gen~ 
eral indication.” There are many 
generals who are excellent execu- 
tive commanders as long as they 
ore controlled by a higher com- 
mander, but who get out of their 
depth at once, and sometimes lose 
their nerve, if given an indepen- 
dent command. Others are diffi- 
cult subordinates, but may be 
trusted on their own. It is .im- 
portant not to get the {twa sorts 
mixed: in other words, a higher 
commander must be a good Judge 
ef character. It is interesting tu 
observe the practice of Napoleon 
and of Wellington in this respect. 
There were few of his marshals 
whom Napoleon trusted away 
from his immediate command -—" 
Davout, Massena, and Matmon< 
were the principal exceptions. 
Wellington was perfectly happy to 
give Graham an independent mis- 
sion, but did not let Craufurd, 
Beresford, or Picton have much 
Jatitude. Craufurd, though able, 
was too rash, and the abilities of 
the other two were too limited. 

“Men” And 
“Wes Enfants” 

Now to come to the general’s re- 
lations with the troops themselves. 
You will realise what a wide sub- 
ject it is, and how impossible to 
dogmatise about. The outlook of 
the officer—the regimental officer 
~—differs naturally frorn that of 
the men, And different nationai- 
ities demand different treatment. 
“Mes enfants”—‘My children” — 
says the Frenchman, and may 
speak of glory and the Father- 
Jand; “Men,” says the English- 
man on the rare occasions when 
he feels called™on to address his 
troops collectively; “Comrades,” 
says the Soviet Russian? the Ger- 
man commander of the future will 
perhaps cause a,thrill’ot pride to 
run through the ranks with a cry 
of “Fellow -Ayrans.” But what- 
ever the nationality, whatever the 
corjditions: What induces the, man 
to Tisk his life bravely, and what. 


his endurance? No man wants ta 
die; what causes him to face 
death?- Maybe hope of oot ‘or 
glory, discipline and tradition, de~ 
yotion to a cause or country, de- 
votion.to a-man. Glory or ‘loot 
appeals to few these, days; 
indeed, is much glory or loot: 
be had. Decorations and_promio-, 
tion count for something, but. may 
eause,,much’ heart-burning: unless 
carefully: distributed. Belief ‘in a 
cause ..may~ count ‘for much, 
especially ‘if fostered by mass pro- 
| paganda; yet there ‘is truth in 
the following from a:book on the

But’ tradition’ and discipline, 


anyway so far as the British are 
concerned, are the real root ‘of 
the matter. I have not the time 
here’ to enter into any: discussion 
on the subject of discipline; I 
will only remark that with national 
armies — as all. armies, even 
the British, willbe in a future 
war—and general education, disci- 
pline should be a different matter 
trom the old traditional military 
discipline. 14 has changed greatly 
siftte I joined, and is changing 
still, But, whatever the system, 
it is the general’s business to see 
Justice done. The soldier ‘does 
rot mind a severe ‘code provided 
it is administered fairly and rea- 
sonibly. As an instance, here is 
the verdict of a private soldier on 
Craufurd inthe retreat to Corun- 
na: “If he flogged two, he saved 
hundreds from death.” Discipline 
apart, the soldier’s chief cares are: 
—First, his. personal comfort— 
regular rations, proper. clothing, 
good billets, and proper hospital 
crrangements (square meals and 
a square deal, in. fact); end ‘sec- 
cndly, his personal safcty—. i.e., 
that he. shall be. put into a fight 
with as good a chance as possible 
of victory and survival. Guns and 
butter, in other words. It may be 
rerharked that Russian morale in 
the late War broke through lack 
of guns, Germans largely through 
lack of butter. 


“Corporal John” 


The general whb sees that the 
saldier is well fed and looked 
afler, and who puts him into a 
good show—and wins battles, will 
naturally have his  confidénce. 
Whether he will also have his 
affection is another story. Wel- 
lington was most meticulous about 
his administrative arrangements, 
and was a most successful general 
who never lost a battle. ~. But. he 
was certainly not popular, though 
on one occasion, some of his troops, 
put into a tight place by a blun- 
der of one of dis subordinates, 
gave a spontancous cheer at _ his 
arrival onthe scene of action. Kit- 
chener, who certainly never court- 
ed popularity. received the same 
tribute from his troops of a spon- 
taneous cheer on the: fleld of bat- 
tle, at the Atbara, -Marlborough, 
as careful of administration as 
Wellington and Kitchener ard also 
successful, wes most certainly pop- 
ular, and was affectionatchy known 
as Corporal John ‘by his men. He 
also recéiyed a great. ovation fram 
his men, on the battlefield. of 
Ramillies. In the South African 
War Sir Redvers Buller, in spite 
of his succession of defeats, never 
Jost the liking and trust of his 
army, “Duddy” Hill, one of Wel- 
lington’s corps commanders, a 
charming character, was popular 
with: every one, as you can guess 
from his nickname. But does it 
matter to a general whether he 
has his men’s affection so long as 
he has their confidence? Hesmaust 
certainly never court popularity. 
If he has their appreciation and 
respect it is sufficient. Efficiency 
in a general his soldiers have a 
tight to expect; geniality they are 
usually right to suspect. Marl- 
borough was - perhaps the only 
greht general to whom geniality 
was always natural.

Modern generals are hardly 
known to the large armies they 
command. Few of his troops can 
have known Haig, who incidental. 
ly was a very reserved man, never 
at his ease with troops. The times 
aye past, when. gererals can put 
themselves at the head of their 
men ina crisis, as did Napoleon on 
the bridge at Lodi, or Lannes at 
Ulm ("I was a grenadier before 
1 was a marshal,” he said, as he 
led the storming parties to a fresh 
effort), and inspire troops by their 
personal example. Byton in one 
of his poems writes of the sudden 
revival of spirit in an army, be- 
cause 


A little odd old man, 
Stripped to.the waist, was come 
to lead the van. 


That was written of the érratic 
Russian genius, Suvoroy. -The 
nedrest modern example I can 
think of is Haig at the crisis of 
the first battle of Ypres, when the 
last man of his last reserve was 
in, mounting his horse and riding 
‘forward up ihe Menin road’ with 
some of his staff. A useless ges-. 
ture, you may say: still the right 
kind of gesture. 


But without placing‘ himself at 
the head of his trodps ‘in battle a 
modern cormmander can still exer- 
‘cise a very réal influence over the 
morale ‘of. his.»men. An outstand- 
ing exarnple is Allenby’s regener- 
ation of the Egyptian Expedition 
ary Force inthe summer of 1917 
after their two repulses at Gaza 
under Murray in the spring of 
that year. ~“Australlans are not 
easily impressed by British gen-. 
erals, but the - following extract 
from the Australian Official His- 
tory shows the impresston made- 
by Allenby:— 

i There was nothing familiar 
about Allenby’s touch with his 


‘regiments and battalions. He went 


through the hot dusty camps of 
his army Nike a strong-fresh re- 
viving wind. He would dash up 
in his car to.a Light Horse regi- 
ment, shale hands with a few 
officers, inspéct hurriedly, but 
with a sure eye to good and bad 
points, the horses of perhaps 4 
singie squadron, and be gone in a 
few minutes, leaving a ‘great trail 
of dust behind him. His tall and 
‘massive, but restlessly active, fig~ 
ure, hls keen Gyes and prominent 
hooked nose, hig terse and for~ 
cible specch, and his imperious 
bearing, tadiated an impression of 
tremendous resolution, quick de- 
cision, and steely discipline. With- 
in a week of his arrival Allenby 
had stamped his personality “o17 
the mind of every trooper of the 
horse and every infantryman of 
the line. 


A Napoleonic Maxim 


Should a general address_ his 
troops, collectively or individual- 
ly? Only, I think, if he has a gift 
that way, a gift not of eloquence 
necessarily but of saying the right 
thing. He must be very sure of 
himself, He risks more loss ot 
reputation than he is likely to 
gain. An unfortunate remark or 
appearance, may 
lower his stock and do more harm 
I only once remember 


Allenby addressing a large body 
of troops, ahd that was not in 
commendation. Napoleon in his 
maxims says!:— 


Il is not set speeches at 
moment of battle that render sold- 
jers: brave. The veteran scarcely 
listens to them, and the recruit for 
forgets them at the first dischargé, 
If discourses and harangue are use- 
fu}, it is during the campaign; todo 
away with unfavourable ‘impres- 
sions, to co¥rect false reports, to 
keep alive a proper spirit in the 
camp, and to furnish materials 
and amusement for the bivouac, 


- A general who speaks to men 
Jndividually may sometimes’ re- 
etive a disconcerting answer. A 
story is told of: Haig, who usually 
inspected men ‘in a complete and 
stony silence, that one of nis staft 
told him that it would make a bet- 
ter impression if he spoke to one 
or {wo men, Accordingly he said 
to a man, “Where did. you stact 
this War?” “I didn’t, start “this 
War, sir, I think the Kaiser did,” 
was.the reply. Allenby once, on 
a visit te the trenches, found a 
man sitting on the firestep delous- 
ing his shirt. “Well, picking. them 
out, I'see,” he «wemarked, ‘No, 
sir, no,” replied the man without 
looking up, “just taking them. as 
they come.” * 4 
Explosions of temper do not 
necessarily ruin.a general's reput- 
ation or influence with his troops; 
it is almost expected of them 
("the privileged irascibility, of 
senior officers,” someone has writ- 
ten), and it is not always, resent- 
ed, sometimes even’ admired, ex- 
cept by those immediately con- 
cerned. But sarcasm: is always 
reserited and seldom forgiven, In 
the Peninsular the bitter sarcastic 
tongue of Craufurd; the brilliant 
but erratic leader of the Light 
Division, was much more wound-~ 
ing and feared: than the more vio. 
lent outbursts of Picton, a rough, 
hot-tempered man, : 
Should the high commander 
have a sense of humour? Certain- 
ly a sense jof humour is good for 
anyone; but he must not display 
it too much or too often. I can- 
not find, indeed, that a sense of 
humour fs « very frequent quality 
in great generals. Allenby cer~ 
tainly had one, though it was not 
safe to jest with him. But he kept 
it for his unofficial moments, So 
did Wellington. Haig, 1.think, 
had no sense of humour; nor can 
I find any attributed to Napoleon. 
The only great commander J can 
find who was consistently a hum- 
orist was that eccentric genius, 
Suvorov, the Russian; and he was 
perhaps more of .a mountebank 
than a humorist. “Yet the British 
soldier himself is one of the 
world’s greatest. humorists. That 
unhumorous race, the Germans, 
held an investigation after the 
late War into-the. cause-of morale, 
and attributed much of the Brit- 
ish soldier's staying power to his 
sense of humour. . They therefore 
decided to instil this sense into 
their own soldiers, and. included 
jn their manuals an order to cul- 
tivate it. They gave as an ius 
tration in the manual one of 
Bairnstather’s pictures of | “Old 
Bill” sitting in.a building with an 
enormous shell-hole in the wall. A 
new chum asks: ‘What made “hag, 
hole?”.
